They’re Back? 


n August 26th BCC opened its doors 
for the official first day of the fall 


semester and over 6,000 students walked in. 


Although they look like the same group as 
last year, and the year before that, and the 
year before that... studies from BCC’s Of- 
fice of Institutional Research reveal other- 
wise. 

At this early stage there is only minimal 
data available. However, it’s just the tip of 
the iceberg of information researched each 
year. 

Here’s a brief look at what the stats re- 
vealed as of August 29, 1991: 

@ Enrollment: Up 3% on the whole— 
divided by 3,813 full-time and 2,755 part- 
time students. 

@ Males vs. Females: 42.7% or 2,827 
males and 57.3% or 3,795 females. 

@ Largest Division: No surprise here... 


FALL 1991 


Liberal and General Studies. The surprise 
is it’s up 13.9%. 

@ Most Popular Curriculums: (In order 
by the number of students enrolled) Busi- 
ness Administration, Criminal Justice and 
Accounting. 

@ International Student Population: 113 
students are on visas from 39 different coun- 
tries and 6 continents. In addition, 95 refu- 
gee students are enrolled from 7 countries. 
The largest population is from Japan (26). 

It can be said that the only thing constant 
about the student population is that it 
changes - expanding, shrinking, moving and 
shaking in every direction.

Special Dedication of Baldwin Gym Highlighted by Alumni 


ver the summer a major renovation 
O project was underway in the old wing 
of the Student Center. Much of the work 
centered around improving the building 
infrastructure. 

One result of the renovations is the air 
conditioning of the Little Theatre. This 
improvement will make it possible to stage 
productions during the summer as well as 
improving year-round comfort. 

A modest grant from the BCC Alumni 
Association has paid for the most visible 
of improvements to the building. The en- 
tire main lobby has been spruced up with 
wall covering, new furniture and signage. 


The lobby is now a more pleasant place to 
gather before events. 

Also included in the Alumni grant is a 
display case filled with memorabilia hon- 
oring retired BCC Basketball Coach and 
Athletic Director, Dick Baldwin. With 
879 career wins, Baldwin is the winningest 
college basketball coach in the country. A 
special dedication ceremony for the 
Baldwin Gymnasium is scheduled for 
Tuesday, November 19th at 7:30 p.m. 
which is BCC’s home opener against 
Onondaga. Alumni are encouraged to at-

ALUMNI PLAZA 


he BCC Alumni Association has 
agreed to commission an architec- 
tural/engineering study for a proposed 
plaza to replace much of the decaying wall 
in front of the Student Center. 
The tentative plan is to replace the wall 
area along the abandoned roadway (where 
motorcycles now park) with tiered “steps” 


and perhaps a brick pavement. All of this, 
together with a bulletin board kiosk, would 
provide a pleasant outdoor space for 


studying, special events, and a demon- 
stration and performance area.

IT’S OFFICIAL: 
Planned Giving Program 


W ith the establishment of a com- 
mittee to direct its activities, the 
BCC Foundation has formally launched 
its Planned Giving Program. Douglas R. 
Johnson, Foundation member and BCC 
alumnus (’62), will chair the committee. 

Johnson has served on the Foundation’s 
board since 1979. In 1990, he was pre- 
sented the BCC Alumni Association’s “Ri- 
chard Baldwin Distinguished Service 
Award” for his efforts on behalf of the 
college. 

Also joining the committee and the Foun- 
dation as a new member is Eugene 
Peckham, an attorney with the law firm of 
Hinman Howard and Kattell in Bingham- 
ton. Peckham, an authority on matters 
pertaining to planned giving, will serve as 
an advisor to the committee. 

The Planned Giving Program, accord- 
ing to Johnson, provides donors an op- 
portunity to make larger gifts to the col- 
lege, ones which will help in perpetuity. 
These gifts are invested, he says, the in- 
come to be used for all programs or re- 
stricted to a particular interest of the 
donor. 

Roger Hartman, director of major gifts 
at the Foundation, will have staff respon- 
sibility for the new program. 

“Planned gifts are an excellent way to 
honor or memorialize family, friends or 
associates,” says Hartman, “and because 
of employer matching gifts and the wide 
variety of giving instruments, more people 
can afford such gifts than they might 
think.” 

The most popular planned gift is a be- 
quest in one’s will, says Hartman. How- 
ever, cash gifts, gifts of securities, an- 
tiques, real estate and life insurance 
policies are some other ways people can 
establish endowed funds. 

The BCC Foundation has been actively 
pursuing annual gifts to the College since 
1965 when it was established. During that 
time, and in addition to annual gifts, the 
foundation has received a number of 
planned gifts. These have added substan- 
tially to the endowment, which is valued 
currently at about $4.3 million.

WHAT A CHARACTER? 


A profile on BCC’s Director of Theater, Angelo Zuccolo 


ngelo Zuccolo is not your average 

human being. In fact he’s one of the 
most colorful characters on the BCC cam- 
pus. 

During our interview we talked about 
things like ghosts, heroes, New Year’s Eve 
and the Boston Red Sox. He says in his 21 
years at BCC he hasn’t done it all...just 
92% of it! 

Our interview began with a trademark 
“How ya doin’?” from Angelo and then 
went something like this... 

In a nutshell, describe what you do. 
I’m the Director of Theater! That cer- 
tainly fits in a nutshell. 

How did you get into the business? My 
father was a Vaudeville entertainer. He 
played all the big houses on the East coast, 
so I grew up with it. I played my first part 
at age five as Casey at the Bat. 

Tell me about what you’re doing now. 
Aside from directing 8-10 shows a year and 
teaching at BCC, I have my own produc- 
tion company called Angelo Zuccolo Pro- 
ductions. I’m also the Director of the The- 
ater Wing of the SOS Shelter for Battered 
Women. We stage scenes of domestic vio- 
lence to alert the public first-hand to abuse 
in the home. So professionally, [have a lot 
going on. 

What’s going on now at BCC? In addi- 
tion to the Little Theater Mainstage, we 
have the Leonard Melfi Repertory Theater 
Company. It’s a professional company-in- 
residence, which works with our students 
both onstage and in training. Leonard 
Melfi, of course, is the renowned Broad- 
way and Off-Broadway playwright from 
Binghamton. Through Leonard Melfi him- 
self we have an ideal pipeline for students 
to get involved in the New York theater 
scene. Also our involvement with the BCC 
Communications Department enables stu- 
dents to develop marketable skills and re- 
ceive a Communications degree with an 
acting emphasis. 

Have many of your students pursued 
theater careers? Yes, in TV, stage and 
film. Some are in soap operas, others in 
stand-up comedy, and some are acting and 
writing both in New York and on the West 
coast. 

You must have some very memorable 
moments throughoui your career. What 
are they? They’re all memorable. 

O.K., then what’s the most enjoyable 
part of your job? Going to work every 
morning. Every day is New Year’s Eve! 


Why? Because I’m constantly involved 
in a creative process...it’s always new and 
exciting. 

What is the least enjoyable part of your 
job? When the run of a show ends. I can 
hardly wait to get started on the next one! 

I understand there are theater ghosts 
at BCC. Every theater has ghosts. We have 
five. They are all people who have been 
involved in the BCC theater, who have 
passed on. We always leave a light on in the 
theater for them; it’s called a “ghost light.” 
The theater has many remarkable tradi- 
tions. The “ghost light” is one of the most 
fascinating ones. 

Do you really believe there are theater 
ghosts? Absolutely! They’re kind and help- 
ful and a little mischievous. We hear their 
voices, feel their touch, and some people 
actually see them. They make the curtains 
move and knock things over. We even have 
a “ladies man” ghost. 

Have they ever done anything during a 
performance? They actually help us dur- 
ing the shows. By the way, when my time is 
up I want to be a theater ghost! 

I was going to ask if you had any 
bizarre theater stories next. I guess the 
theater ghost story will suffice. We don’t 
treat the ghosts as bizarre; they’re quite 
normal. 

Oh, sorry. Tell me a secret then, some- 
thing nobody knows about the theater 
department. What is this the Arsenio Hall 
Show? I do have one actually. You know 
I’m a die-hard Boston Red Sox fan, so Luse 
one or two names of Red Sox players as 
fictitious members of the crew in the the- 
ater program. We slip in other people too. 
It’s become a tradition. 

Do you have any heroes? I admire 
many people, but I guess I'd have to say my 
late father (also named Angelo) is my hero. 
He gave me, as heroes do, the best advice 
I’ve ever received, which was simply, “Be 
yourself.” My paternal grandfather, 
Elvezio Zuccolo is another hero. He looked 
like an Italian Mark Twain. He always 
said, “Chi non @ un poco pazzo non puo 
entrare nella casa mia.” Which means, “If 
you’re not a little bit crazy, you cannot 
come into my house.” The Zuccolo family 
has always placed a high premium on joy, 
laughter and the actualization of God-given 
talent. Did you have any other questions? 

Just one. What is your favorite play?
